War Spreads East 

As we write this column the German 
troops have taken over Rumania and the 
next move seems to 
be in the direction of 
Bulgaria. It is be- 
lieved then that Ger- 
many and Italy will 
endeavor to conquer 
Greece and Turkey, 
thus gaining passage 
for their troops into 
Syria and Iraq, and 
possess the much 
needed oil for their 
huge war machine. 

Some would have us believe that their 
final objective is to swing around through 
Palestine and attack the Suez Canal and 
Egypt in conjunction with the Italian 
forces driving upon Egypt from the west. 
Their aim and purpose is to drive the 
English land forces and fleet from the 
Mediterranean area. If they are able to 
carry through their plans, we can see the 
foreshadow of the revival of the Old Rom- 
an Empire. 
The Russian Enigma 

The question is often asked, What will 
Russia do? Will she continue to allow 
Germany to penetrate into the Balkans 
and to consolidate her position and be a 
threat to Russia? Hitler has clearly stated 
in his book that his ultimate aim would 
be to gain possession of the rich Ukraine, 
which is the “bread basket” of Russia, 
which would be a great source of food 
supply for Germany. Germany’s contin- 
ued advance into the Balkans may arouse 
the suspicions of Russia and yet bring her 
into conflict, at least so the British hope. 

There has been a good deal of talk 
about Russia building fortifications along 
the new Russian-German border in Ru- 
mania. Some writers state that it is merely 
propaganda, that Germany has made a 
deal with Russia that will provide her with 
another slice of territory without having 
to fight for it as a reward for her neutral 
stand. One fact that seems paramount to 
me is that the war is shifting nearer and 
nearer to the battlefield of Armageddon. 


Albert J. Lebeck 
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New Fast Plane 

The world’s fastest military airplane, the 
new Lockheed Interceptor, was unveiled 
recently for William S. Knudsen, chair- 
man of the National Defense Advisory 
Committee; and at the same time Major 
General Henry H. Arnold, chief of the 
Army Air Corps, released for the first time 
its performance figures. 

Its speed, said Arnold, is 460 miles an 
hour at two-thirds throttle, but more than 
500 miles per hour with open throttle. 
“The world’s fastest,” he added. Its range 
is 1,100 miles; the rate of climb 4,000 feet 
per minute; armament, one rapid fire can- 
non shooting a one-pound shell, and four 
machine guns. 

When one heats of 
strides made in aviation, the text is recalled 
that “in the last days knowledge shall in- 
crease and many shall run to and fro.” The 
increase in technical knowledge has made 
it possible to provide better means of trans- 
portation with higher speed and at a lower 
cost, thus enabling more people to travel, 
and thus fulfilling prophecy. 

French Blame Drink 

“French blame drink for the loss of the 
war and decree partial prohibition to end 
what was called a disastrous era of alco- 
holism among French soldiers,” reports 
the United Press. ‘For eight months dur- 
ing the ‘phony war’ when there was vir- 
tually no action on the western front the 
French troops drank tremendous quanti- 
ties of alcohol,” spokesmen said, “and mili- 
tary authorities blame the widespread in- 
toxication for much of the moral collapse 
of the soldiers. The drinking produced 
nervous disorders and shell shock when 
the French forces finally came up against

mechanized forces, particularly such terri-» 


fying weapons as whistling bombs and 
swarms of tanks,” it was said. 

When the war started a year ago France 
had become the heaviest drinking nation 
in Europe. The new decree limits drinks 
to 16 degrees of alcoholic strength and pro- 
vides for three non-alcoholic days each 
week. 

The people of America need to take 
warning, for this country is the largest 


liquor consuming nation in the world and 
our end may be that of France if we con: 
tinue in the present dissipation.

Census bureau figures show that Amery 
ican manufacturers turned out 180,575,, 
905,000 cigarets in 1939, valued at $940,,if 
741,105, which is an increase of six per cent 
over that of 1937. The cigaret production} 
was equal to 107 packs a year or six smokes} 
a day for every person 18 years old oni 
older.

“There remaineth yet much land to be 
possessed” (Joshua 13:1). 


_ The conquest of Canaan under the lead- 
tship of Joshua was a striking type of 
he conquest of Christianity under the lead- 
ship of Christ, the Captain of our Sal- 
vation. 


It is one thing to cross the river Jordan 
and sing a song; it is another thing to enter 
in. And it is quite another thing to shout 
down the walls of Jericho, to stone Achan 
to death at Ai, to go on until it can be said 
that the whole land is possessed. At the 
time these words were uttered it could be 
truthfully said that the land of Canaan 
was subdued. The power of the southern 
kings had been broken at Horeb, and the 
northern countries had been subdued at the 
waters of Merom. But when it came to 
the individual possession of their personal 
inheritance the people were so slack that 
Joshua threw down a challenge and cried 
out, “How long are ye slack to go up and 
possess the land which the Lord your God 
hath given to your fathers?” 

Their hesitation is a striking picture, 
first, of our Christian age, and second, of 
individual Christian experience. When we 
glance over the past we cannot fail to note 
how slack, how reluctant Christianity has 
been to go up and possess the land and to 
carry out the great commission of our 
glorified Christ. After nineteen centuries, 
two-thirds of the population of the earth 
are without the knowledge of Christ, and 
nine-tenths of the people are without salva- 
tion. He has some magnificent plans for 
this old world if He can only find someone 
who would carry them out. 

Oh, that God would give His children a 
teal spiritual hunger for the many good 
things that lie this side of Pentecost! There 
are many things that are tich and full— 
blessings never yet attained. Some have 
made the mistake of supposing that the 
Baptism in the Holy Ghost is the ultimate 
of Christian experience, but it is only the 
beginning of a triumphant, victorious, con- 
quering tread which means to possess the 
land to the going down of the sun.

Holy Ghost and testify to it, but they are 
empty and powerless in their lives. They 
forget that the infilling of the Spirit is not 
only instantaneous but gradual, and the 
gradual phase of this experience is sadly 
neglected in these days.

There is something in this progressive, 
arm-in-arm walk with the Holy Ghost that 
is unlike anything else in the universe. On 
and on—we do not stop with the fall of a 
city, or the beheading of a king, but we go 
Let us lift 
up our eyes and behold the magnitude of 
His purchase for us. Some of these times 
we will go over there where Achsah’s bless- 
ing is found. When she was married she 
requested her father Caleb to give her not 
only the southland which was her inheri- 
tance, but also “the upper and nether 
springs.” When under the scorching sun 
her pools, rivulets and brooks dried up, 


‘when the rill of the valley was no more, 


here came the stream from the upper 
springs. They were never failing. 

There is a place in God where we may 
not only have the nether springs of earthly 
joys, companionship of friends and loved 
ones, but when these are all gone and every 
earthly joy is dried up and the last human 
prop is fallen, then from the upper springs 
of God’s bountiful ocean of love and grace 
will come the cool, refreshing streams upon 
our souls that will cause us to “rejoice 
with joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 

The saints that have persevered and who 
have accomplished the most for God have 
always had these springs. Abraham found 
them on Mt. Moriah. Moses found them 
among the hills of Midian.

“WHY DOES GOD 
ALLOW WAR?” 


If God’s love and power are unlimited, 
why does He permit war to ravage the 
earth and plunge millions of people into 
an abyss of suffering and woe? In these 
grim days this question is perplexing many 
minds. 

Whatever else war does, it reveals the 
awfulness of sin and the desperate deprav- 
ity of human nature. War destroys the 
illusions that in times of peace and pros- 
perity lull lost men into a false security. 
The religious liberalism that flatters hu- 
man nature and makes light of sin, dies a 
natural death when war unveils the fierce 
wickedness of men. 

War demonstrates the often unheeded 
truth that “the wages of sin is death.” 
War proves that men and nations who for- 
get God and disregard His righteous will, 
must bear the consequences of their sins. 

But what of the innocent who share in 
the sorrows of a stricken nation? Reason — 
has for them a word of comfort; faith, an 
infinitely greater word. Since no man 
lives to himself and since each of us enioys 
incalculable benefits by sharing in the com- 
mon heritage of the nation, we cannot rea- 
sonably expect or desire exemption from a 
share in the common burden. But the real 
comfort of God’s children lies in the assur- 
ance that His goodness is unimpeachable. 
“All things work together for good to them 
that love God.” 

War may lead lost men to a saving sense 
of their need of God. In their distresses 
nations have cried unto God and He has 
delivered them. It may be that nothing 
but great tribulation will stab our genera- 
tion awake and bring a multitude of peni- 
tent sinners to the feet of God. 

But whether or not we can tell why God 
allows war, we Christians know that such 
an hour as confronts us challenges us to 
pray for a world in distress, to proclaim the: 
gospel with all the earnestness of our souls, 
and to prove our sincerity with a new con- 
secration and consistency of life.—Chris- 
tian Observer.

Dear Friends in the Bonds of the Gospel: 

In 1 Tim. 4: 13 we read, “Till I come, 
give attendance to reading.” In 2 Tim. 
4:13 Paul asks a fa- 
vor of Timothy in 
these words: “The 
cloke that I left at 
Troas with Carpus, 
when thou comest, 
bring with thee, and 
the books, but espe- 
cially the parch- 
ments.” 

It has been said 
that “reading maketh 
a full man.” It is the purpose of this brief 
article to offer some suggestions which we 
trust will be of value, particularly to our 
younger ministers, in contributing to an 
enriched ministry. No attempt is made 
at exhaustiveness but by following the va- 
rious fields of reading suggested one may 
discover for himself a lifetime of profit- 
able study. 

It is interesting to note the part that 
books have played in the lives of some of 
the greatest characters of the church. John 
Wesley was profoundly influenced by read- 
ing Martin Luther’s Preface to Romans; 
it was one of the factors used by God to 
bring Wesley to his heart-warming experi- 
ence of conversion. That mighty man of 
God Robert Murray McCheyne gained in- 
spiration of incalculable value through the 
repeated perusal of Edward’s Freedom of 
the Will. Dr. Samuel Johnson testified 
that he became a Christian through read- 
ing Law’s Serious Call. Sir W. Robertson 
Nicoll once said that he had known six 
men who attributed their choice of the 
foreign mission field to the reading of the 
Life of Henry Martyn. Gladstone was a 
tireless student of Bishop Butler. 

Every minister ought to have two or 
three versions of the Bible in addition to 
the regular King James version. The 
American Revised is, of course, the one in 
most general use. Where one is not famil- 
iar with the original languages these ver- 
sions assist greatly in a clearer understand- 


ing of the Word.

In order that one may understand the 
meaning of words and customs not now in 
common usage a Bible Dictionary is essen- 
tial. Studiously used, a Bible Dictionary 
will be found to be a gold mine in aiding 
in the interpretation of the Scriptures. 
Smith’s or Davis’ is suggested. A Con- 
cordance is indispensable to the student of 
the Book; one may easily locate a word, a 
verse, or a line of truth through its use. 
Cruden’s is recommended. Torrey’s Top- 
ical Text Book will be found most helpful 
as a time saver in endeavoring to follow 
Biblical truths; hundreds of Scriptural 
subjects are listed. 

In regard to Bible Commentaries we 
would suggest two; the first is a one-vol- 
ume edition of Jamieson, Fausset and 
Brown; the other, Matthew Henry’s fa- 
mous work of seven volumes; very devo- 
tional and homiletically rich. Then there 
are the smaller works dealing with certain 
sections of the Testaments. Of these 
we will merely mention Notes on the 
Pentateuch by C. H. M., the Treasury 
of David by Spurgeon on the Psalms, 
and Christ and His Bride by Cora 
Harris MaclIlravy, a full gospel writer, on 
the Song of Solomon, for the Old Testa- 
ment. Stalker’s Life of Christ, the 
Life and Epistles of Saint Paul by Cony- 
beare and Howson, Bishop Moule on the 
book of Romans and Seiss, Larkin or 
Ironside on the book of Revelation for 
New Testament suggestions. 

And now we shall take up some of the 
special fields of reading and study. For 
Bible doctrine we recommend Knowing the 
Scriptures by Pearlman or What the Bible 
Teaches by Torrey. Evans’ The Great 
Doctrines of the Bible is splendid also. In 
regard to Biblical Introduction, Gaussen’s 
Origin and Inspiration of the Bible is high- 
ly recommended; also All About the Bible 
by Collett. We shall mention only one 
book in Homiletics, a comparatively late 
one, Expository Preaching by Harold 
Knott. 

It would seem well for the minister to 
know something about modern cults in 
order that he may intelligently refute them

when occasion demands. All fundamen 
talist book stores have books and pampl 
lets on the separate cults.

ing of Indians. 

While at Cottage Grove we obtained a 
renewal of the lease for the property for 
‘fifty years with some provisions which will 
make for greater stability of the work.

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LIFE’S FOUNDATION 
By A. L. CALAME 

During the past few months we have 
heard and read of so many terrible things 
happening in the European countries and 
elsewhere, that many have been tempted 

to wonder what sort of being man actually 
is. 

A machinist said the other day as we 
gazed on a “Stop Hitler” placard in his 
shop: “I’d do anything to stop that fellow. 
You wouldn’t think a human being could 
be responsible for such chaos.” Later he 
remarked, “To think that God permits 
such things to go on—one man planning 
the killing of men and innocent women 
and children!” He was bitter and greatly 
wrought up. We reminded him that God 
had not intended man to commit such 

‘crimes, for in the beginning “God saw 
everything He had made, and behold it 
was very good” (Gen. 1:31). We were led 
to tell him about a spiritual foundation 
that could not be bombed nor destroyed by 
earthly powers. 

In this time of world-wide chaos, how we 

do rejoice that we have One with us who 
keeps our soul. Today the man without 
Christ is at a disadvantage for he lacks 
the privilege of a Christian, that of going 
to Christ with his perplexities and troubles. 

The Christian is like the man in Luke 
6:46-49 who built his house upon the Rock 
(Christ Jesus). When the flood arose, or 

_ wars came—when bitter persecution threat- 
ened to overwhelm him, he was not trou- 
bled. Though faced with the loss of earth- 
_ly possessions, and his very life endangered, 
still his house stood for it was built upon 
the Rock. His hope was in things eternal, 
things in heaven “where neither moth nor 
rust doth corrupt.” 

The Christian realizes that his life in this 
world is merely a temporary existence, that 
there is more for him than just this life— 
that there is a heaven to gain and a hell to 
shun. For this reason he is careful about 
his foundation. He digs deep, below the 
shifting sand and the muck and mire. He 
counts as shifting sand the bright lights 
that Satan so cunningly places before

young and old today. He digs down and 
down, below the fast-whirling and enchant- 
ing amusements that separate so many 
from the Lord by crowding out the pre- 
cious moments that could be devoted to 
Him. Even the continual crush of “much 
business” he regards as leading to inse- 
curity; so he digs down and down, until 
his house, his spiritual life, is builded into 
the very life of Christ. He has built on 
the Rock! No wonder the storms beat in 
vain. No wonder his house remains se- 
cure. His foundation is real and it is in- 
accessible to the attacks of the enemy. 

But the other man—poor fellow!—had 
not bothered to go down below temporary 
things. He had been content to build upon 
them without seeking the Rock. So when 
the winds of adversity came, all was 
washed from beneath him. 


We have had some experience lately in 
“getting to the bottom of things.” In help- 
ing a neighbor put up a small shop, we 
started clearing the ground. It looked 
quite soft. Mud, mud, mud, everywhere! 
Nothing solid! But when we began to 
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dig down a bit we found that the mud was 
shallow and that there was rock beneath, 
solid enough for a foundation. 

To the man or woman who is seeking a 
foundation in this time of grave uncer- 
tainties, may we suggest that they dig 
down a bit. Down through the sham of 
life to the Rock wherein is safety evermore! 
Then life really begins anew, and one feels 
the confidence that Christ alone can give. 
Such confidence stays the soul and encour- 
ages heart and will as one tarries yet a 
while longer in this temporal dwelling— 
for His sake. 

And after all, why shouldn’t we have 
confidence in the One whose “voice then 
shook the earth”? (Heb. 12:26 compared 
with Ex. 19:18, 19.) The whole of Sinai 
quaked before His presence. Let us have 
confidence in the One who is able to shake 
nation after nation, as He is doing now, 
in reshaping the governments of earth pre- 
paratory to revealing Himself to His 
chosen ones in a great way—and then to 
the entire world. Why shouldn’t we have 
sufficient confidence to build our lives on 
Him before whom every knee shall bow! 
What a-foundation! 

Hebrews 13:8 tells us that Jesus Christ 
is “the same yesterday, and today, and for- - 
ever.” Glory to His Name! He changes 
never! In Him is our hope in the present 
day when kings and thrones are tottering, 
falling, and are swept away over night. 

A young woman was present in one of 
our services a few nights ago. She was 
leaving next day to go farther north where 
a job was awaiting her and where she 
would attend high school during the win- 
ter. Just a young woman alone and in 
Alaska for the first time. She was happy 
and carefree, not having met the more 
bitter gales that blow along life’s way. 
Thinking of all this, we tried to impress 
upon the folk that night the necessity of 
maintaining a sure foundation regardless 
of our business, our profession, or ambition 
in life. No matter to what heights we 
climb in this world, if we do so in our own 
strength it is fatal. But how beautiful,

When I met her she was going to other 
hurches, particularly the German-Luth- 
ran, but she herself did not know any- 
hing of Christ nor His salvation. I knew 
more about the Lord than she did, for in 
ny youth I had heard the Catholics pray 
and had seen them worship, and often 
neard the children tell stories about Him. 
But when she was sick she would tell me: 
‘Surely I am suffering for my sins.” Of 
ourse, this was like putting a dagger into 
my own heart, but I tried to persuade her 
that that was not so, as we were surely as 
good and perhaps better than many other 
people. But how can we comfort anyone 
without God, and what is a man without 
a Saviour? Our own arguments are so weak 
and cannot stand. I feel very thankful to 
the people in that hospital. I also thank 
God for the skill He gives to man in re- 
moving troublesome parts, though it seems 
like a theft from that which God created. 
But we are so far fallen from God, or we 
would not have those ailments. We had 
many friends, but with the exception of a 
faithful neighbor they did not even come 
to the hospital to see my wife. But there 
looms up a bright star from a generally 
unexpected source, and I dare not go on 
without expressing my gratitude to the men 
I was working for in the Bell Telephone 
Company of Philadelphia. There are still 
human beings about us. Arrangements 
were made so that I could work in the 
neighborhood of the hospital so I could go 
there at any time. I was home with my 
wife for about two weeks, and not one 
cent was subtracted from my wages. To 
the contrary, I was offered financial aid. 
Every good thing comes from above. 

When my wife had sufficiently recovered, 
in the fall of 1911, a lighter cast was 
placed about her knee, which was taken 
off before we came to California. It goes 
without saying that we had to give up 
house and home and live with strangers. 
We then thought of a change of climate. 
We inquired here and there and finally 
decided on California, intending to leave 
as soon as my wife had gained enough 
strength for the trip. We came here in the 
spring of 1912. The change did her good, 
and she seemed to recover quickly. She 
then wanted her home back. I warned her, 
but she said that she would not have to 
climb stairs in a bungalow, and so could 
manage by giving out her wash and having 
things attended to about the house. She 
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was then wearing a rubber bandage about 
her knee. But alas! The old ailments came 
back, and the other knee now began to ail 
also. But she would not have anything to 
do with physicians, for she had enough of 
them, and thought we could not afford 
spending money foolishly at that time. 
Tonics, masages and electricity were again 
resorted to. But then God sent us a mes- 
senger in a lady from across the street. She 
had seen some wonderful healings in re- 
vival meetings conducted by Sister Etter in 
the Arroyo Seco, Los Angeles. This was 
about the end of April, 1913, and toward 
the close of Sister Etter’s stay. I laughed 
at the folly of such things. But my wife 
picked up the straw. “If there is anything 
in this for me, I am going to have it,” she 
said with determination. For I had kept 
ior from entering Christian Science. 

Of course, she went with the woman, 
one of our sisters now. Those were awful 
times in our house. I loved my wife and 
took particular care of her on account of 
her weakness, which it seemed to me de- 
veloped an awful stubbornness in her, 
though I know now that there was just 
as much of it, if not more, in my own self. 
I did not want my wife to be infested with 
such crazy ideas about healing. She went 
and was prayed for twice. She was asked 
whether she was saved. She did not know 
what that meant. She came home telling 
me that she felt much better, and was en- 
couraged by the things she saw, entreating 
me to come out and see for myself, and to 
give up doctoring, for I myself was sick 
then with pain in the back so that I could 
not work. The physician promised to cure 
me by five or six treatments, one about 
every other day. 

I was then going to him for over four 
weeks without any result. But I would not 
give him up. My wife began to go to those 
meetings most every day, and sometimes 
a!l day, which thing annoyed me. So one 
morning when this sister came again for 
my wife—she herself was not “one of 
them” yet—I gave full vent to my feelings. 
My wife told me I should feel sorry if I 
would not go, but that she was not going 
to be kept back. With that they left, but 
as they went out of the door, I said: “Wait 
a minute, ’ll go with you, and I'll show 
you what a fake it is!” I thought it was 
but a scheme to make money, not believing 
that those people did not ask any remuner- 
ation for the wonderful healings they 
claimed. I believed it was nothing but a 
stage upon which those who seemingly 


were healed were nothing more or less than 
good actors. But what a surprise was 
waiting for me! We came toward the end 
of the morning meeting. I had set my 
mind to be impartial, for in that way I 
could better see what was crooked and 
what was straight. The platform was 
crowded with people. My wife urged me 
to go right up there. When I stopped on 
account of the people in my way, she would 
say: “Go ahead, you cannot see anything 


back here.” 


We came to the middle of the platform 
as they were pushing chairs aside to make 
room for a healing session. One gentle- 
man was telling the people what to do and 
how to come and to let the worst cases 
come up in front, particularly those in pain 
and those from a distance. The people 
were sitting on a row of chairs, one taking 
the other’s place as they moved on. I was 
right in back of this row. On the opposite 
side of the platform was a large band of 
singers grouped around a piano. As the 
sick ones were being prayed for they were 
seated upon a chair. They had to get their 
feet from under the chair and stretch their 
limbs. Their hands they had to hold up, 
some were clapping their hands. I could 
tell on the people’s faces whether they 
came believing or not. In back of the 
patient stood a stout man, his both hands 
resting upon the head of the unfortunate 
An elderly lady (Sister Etter) in 
front was asking questions, directing, and 
in a stern voice commanding them what to 
do. Then she herself would lay her hands 
on the patient in prayer, but it seemed to 
me more a command than a prayer. Some 
moved off without apparent affection. 
Others would get up with great joy and 
vigor, shouting and praising God for their 
healing. Apparently they did not thank 
the woman at all. One colored girl I no- 
ticed particularly, who must have had 
something wrong with her left limb or 
hip. She was helped up on the platform 
and had either a crutch or a cane. When 
she got up from the chair she forgot her- 
self and coming near the edge of a step 
she seemed just about ready to scream as 
the foot of her bad side went down on the 
next step. But her face immediately ex- 
pressed amazement, and then she began to 
feel her hip and her limb all over and over 
again till she burst out in laughing, crying, 
shouting all at the same time, it seemed, 
while she danced around on the platform.
